Donald Wilson, Port Hope editor, 
died from arsenic poison “administer- 
ed to him by some person or persons 
unknown,” declared the verdict of a 
coroner’s jury at Port Hope on Fri-' 
day night. “Donald Wilson did not 
commit suicide,” the verdict read. 

“Donald Wilson did not commit sui- 
cide, but Game to his death by arsenic 
poison administered to him by some 
person or persons unknown. He died 
on October 28th at about 3.45 a.m. 
in Port Hope Hospital and the jury 
recommends that further investigation 
be carried on.”

MALCOLM BRISTOL 
PASSES AWAY IN 
HIS 88TH YEAR 


The death of Malcolm Bristol of 
Madoc Village, on November 28, 
1934, removed one of the‘oldest and 
most respected citizens. The late Mr. 
Bristol, son of Norris Bristol and 
Mary Anderson, was born in Prince 
Edward County on November 11, 
1846, but came with his parents to 
Madoc at an early age.

i “URKEY SEASON 
AT HAND FOR 
CHRISTMAS MARKETS 


With the approach of the Christmas 
yeason the fattening of turkeys is 
now under way and within the next 
fortnight the annual seasonal traffic 
in dressed birds will commence. There 
is every indication that the shipments 
of turkeys this year will be a heavy 
one and many birds will be exported 
to Great Britain and the Continent. 
In Western Canada, particularly, 
many hundreds of turkeys will be sent 
east and overseas. There is also re- 
ported to be a large number of birds 
ready in Ontario and Quebec; while 
many flocks likewise are waiting in 
the Maritimes. The latter, however, 
are chiefly to supply domestic  re- 
quirements and for export to New- 
foundland. Very few birds, if any, will 
be exported from Central Canada. 
Poultry farmers state that it takes 
from two to three weeks to fatten a 
turkey for market purposes. A diet 
of wet mash of mixed grain and milk 
is usually used and the turkeys put 
in a dark pen. The reason for the 
latter confinement is to keep the birds 
comparatively inactive, so that the 
muscles are softened and the flesh 
made the more tender.

SEES MEN IN SHOP | 
THROUGH MANHOLE 


An interesting document was un- 
earthed at Windsor, N. S., the other 
day. It was an original Bill of Sale 
of a Negro, one Mintur, the price. be- 
ing £100. In is dated 24th of August, 
1799. The document is in the posses- 
sion of a direct descendant of the man 
to whom the negro was sold. The Bill 
of Sale goes on to recite that the sell- 
er, Joseph C. Northrup, “do bargain 
and sell unto the said John Palmer, 
of Windsor, a negro named Mintur, 
now remaining and being in the said 
Joseph C. Northrup, to have and to 
hold all and singular the said Negro 
man.” There are similar records in 
Sydney and Truro in the same prov- 
ince. In the town of Shelburne, on the 
south shore of Nova Scotia, are de- 
scendants of some of the slaves 
brought by the Loyalists from New 
York, upon the evacuation of that city 
at the time of the American Revolu- 
tion, the town arising practically 
overnight to house the 10,000 or more 
who came there. Some of the 


Turkey growers are now beginning 
to finish or fatten their birds for the 
Christmas holidays. It is customary 
to begin the process of preparing the 
luscious turkeys for the nation’s fest- 
ive dinner tables by feeding them 
small amounts of grain which gradu- 
ally are increased until the birds are 
on full feed. Due to the large supply 
of wheat available, this grain should 
be used to advantage in the fattening 
ration. Wheat has nearly the same 
fattening qualities as corn, but does 
not produce the rich yellow color of 
flesh that yellow corn does. It is im- 
portant, however, that all grains be 
free from moldiness and they should 
be fed in hoppers to counteract cer- 
tain diseases that cause heavy loss. 
Do not confine turkeys for fattening 
especially if they have been run on a 
range, for range birds cannot stand 
confinement.

We must stop the reckless use of 
red lights and alarm signals. There 
is no warrant for saying that one 
glass of liquor creates a desire for an- 
other, nor has any competent invest- 
igator found such evidence. But the 
first effect of small doses _ of alcohol 
is to weaken resistance to whatever 
suggestion is forthcoming, whether it 
be to drink more, or to engage in 
argument; to quarrel, to sing or to 
frolic with the maid who comes to 
clear away the bottle and glasses. 
The result is far more serious than 
is suggested by the mere statement 
that one glass creates a desire for a 
second; the-one drink impairs all the 
moral deferces of the system. 

It is a mistake to assume that if 
alcohol be a stimulant, it is good, 
while if it is a marcotic it is evil. 
Narcotics are as useft:] when rightly 
used as stimulants. Relaxation, often 
urgently desired, is as valuable.a fac-

Progress of Egg Laying Contests 

For the first five week period of 
both the Ontario and the Canadian 
Egg Laying Contests which are being 
conducted at the Central Experiment- 
al Farm, egg production has been the 
best in a number of years. Some 
pens are already in top form while 
others are showing a rapid increase 
in their egg production. There were 
as usual a large number of small 
eggs at the beginning of the contest 
which are rapidly disappearing. Bar- 
ring unfavourable weather conditions 
and accidents, indications point to one 
of the most successful years since the 
creation of these contests.

Home Grown Poultry Ration 


Home grown grains are available 
on most farms where poultry are 
kept. In such cases the raw grains 
may be ground and used to good ad- 
vantage in a laying mash. Mix the 
ingredients in the following propor- 
tions: 2 parts finely ground wheat, 
finely ground barley and oats each 
one patt; % part animal food mix- 
ture which is made up of equal parts 
ground meat scraps, fish meal and 
milk powder; 2 per cent bone meal 
and one per cent salt. Where milk is 
available, the milk power can be el- 
iminated and where good leafy alfalfa 
hay is handy the finely ground wheat 
can be cut to 1% parts.

Chemistry and Tobacco Growing 


Chemical analysis has shown that 
| the tobacco plant is one of the most 
sensitive of all field crops in respect 
to its chemical relationships. Tobacco 
is essentially a fertilizer crop; it 
grows best on a light sandy soil with 
& generous application of the correct 
fertilizers. Any variation in the quan- 
tity and type of fertilizer applied is 
immediately reflected in the chemical 
composition of the leaf, and conse- 
quently in’the yield-and_que of 
the crop. Thus it will be evidéng'that 


the question of fertilizer practice is|} 


one of outstanding importance to ev- 
ery tobacco grower. The grower, 
therefore, should keep in touch with 
the recommendations issued annually 
by the Standing Committee on Tobac 
so Fertilizers for Ontario, and which 
are based on careful investigations 
conducted with fertilizers for the to- 
bacco crop.

In the eastern part of the province 
the demand for hay is slow at present 
as dealers bought rather extensively 
earlier in the geason. There have been 
a few shipments to New York State 
recently. A’ large part of the 1934 
crop of market hay is still in grow- 
ers’ hands in the Ottawa valley and 
the St. Lawrence counties, and con- 
sists mainly of timothy and timothy- 
clover mixed. Prices being paid grow- 
ers rangé from $30 to $12 per ton.

to $14 per ton with a steady demand 
in the towns and cities. 

There is practically no surplus of 
market hay in Central Ontario this 
year and the prices range from $16 
to $16.50 per ton, and $6.00 for oat

Sorghums for Forage 


Not a week passes that you are not being canvassed by representatives 
of nationally-advertised products to stock and push them and to rive 
them good window and counter display. 


Numerous enquiries concerning the 
use of sorghums for forage purposes 
have been received recently by the 
Division of Forage Plants, Central 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa. Un- 
doubtedly many of these are the cut- 
come of conditions brought about in 
many sections of the country by the 
unusual weather of recent years. 

There are many kinds of sorghums, 
but only two of them are likely to be 
of much use in Canada; Sudan, 4 
grass sorghum and Dakota Amber 
Cane, a sweet sorghum. They are 
both annuals. Both require rather 
warm seasons and Sudan grass, in 
particular, has given good results as 
a pasture and hay crop under fairly 
dry-conditions. Sudan hay is very nu- 
tritious and the yields obtained com- 
pare favourably with those secured 
from the millets. Dakota Amber Cane 
5 5¢ is used principally as a fodder crop. 

A small patch is sometimes grown 

by individual farmers for use in mak- 

- ing syrup. Although Dakota Amber 
makes a good ensilage it cannot be 

recommended for this purpose in pre-
